to devote a 
watchful and understanding in­ 
terest, but also to entertain a 
more assiduous and efficacious 
concern. 
“This will be, of course, with­ 
in the limits of our 
ministry 
and so utterly divorced from 
purely temporal interests and 
strictly political forms, but it 
will be eager to make its con­ 
tribution in educating mankind 
to sentiments and ways of act­ 
ing contrary 
to 
violent 
and 
deadly conflict, and in fostering 
rational 
and civilized 
agree­ 
ments for peaceful relations be­ 
tween nations. 
“We shall also be solicitus to 
h e l p by proclaiming h i g h e r 
human principles that should 
serve to temper the passions 
and selfishness from w h i c h 
armed conflict spring, and pro­ 
mote the harmonious relations 
and fruitful collaboration of all 
peoples, and we shall be ready 
to intervene, where an oppor­ 
tunity presents itself, in order 
to assist the contending parties 
to find honorable and fraternal 
solutions for their disputes.” 
The Pope also proposed a 
joint discussion with non-Chri- 
tian religions, aimed at defend­ 
ing common ideals. 
The 14,000-word encyclical —- 
a letter to Roman Catholic bish­ 
ops around the world — put 
down “practical guidelines” for 
Paul’s 13-month-old pontificate. 
It was a broad statement of 
the role of the Roman Catholic 
Church m the modern world. Its 
title — Ecclesiam Suam, His 
Church — was derived from the 
first two words of its official 
Latin text. The reference is to 
Christ 
Pope Paul condemned com­ 
munism and atheism, saying 
the substitution of religion with 
a godless scientific conception 
“is the most serious problem of 
our time.” But he expresed the 
hope that ideological systems 
denying God “ may one day be 
able to enter into a more posi­ 
tive dialogue with the Church 
than the present one which we 
now of necessity deplore and La­ 
ment.” 
He renewed pledges to work 
for Christian unity and spoke of 
finding “greater courage to un­ 
dertake the necessary reforms” 
started in the Vatican Ecumeni­ 
cal Council. 
But he reaffirmed the Roman 
Catholic concept of papal pri-j 
rn acy and said he was dis­ 
tressed that many non-Catholic 
Christians considered the papa­ 
cy a “stumbling block” to unity. 
He asserted he could not “com­ 
promise with the integrity” of 
the Catholic faith in seeking uni­ 
ty.

War on Crooked Police 


F o r years, New York City has been 


locked in a continuous battle against 


policemen who have becom e allies, fi­ 
nancially at least, 
of racketeers. 
In­ 
nu m e ra b le 
grand 
juries 
have 
been 
sworn in, investigations by the district 
a tto rn e y ’s office are frequent, and fed­ 
eral 
investigators 
have 
entered 
the 
scene. 


S e v e r a l 
police 
com missioners 
have resigned under pressure of the in­ 
vestigations, 
hundreds 
of 
policemen 
have been fired and during a period of 
h eat a m ayor resigned to accept a fed­ 
eral appointment. Despite all this, four 
g rand juries now covering the sam e fa­ 
m iliar ground suggest that police cor­ 
ruption m ay be more widespread than 
ever. 


What has happened in New York is 
true of m any large cities, but N e w 
Y ork's 26,000 - m a n police force m a y 
be subject to greater temptation. Police 
officials know some of these men will 
be corrupted. The goal is to prevent a 
payoff system from becoming extrench­ 
ed and rotting the force. 


Throughtout the multitude of investl- 
g a t i o n s. m any similarities have ap­ 


peared. The most com mon is the refus­ 
al of racketeers and others to nam e the 
officers who cooperated 
in 
gambling 
ventures. In this respect, the four grand 
juries now investigating links between 
police and the rackets m a y turn out to 
be different. There are indications that 
some witnesses are talking. 
One piece of evidence that nam es are 
becoming known was the firing by Com­ 
missioner Murphy of IO policemen who 
refused to testify before a g r a n d jury 
without immunity. 
Until the crim inal 
courts take up 
where the grand juries leave off, the 
outcome of the 1964 investigations—no 
m a tte r how promising 
the 
testimony 
given grand juries — will rem ain in 
doubt. Memories are still fresh of the 
1951 debacle in which gambling kingpin 
H arry Gross talked freely to a grand 
jury, but refused to n am e a single po­ 
licem an when brought to open court. 
The scope of this y e a r's New York 
investigations hold the prom ise that the 
sordid connivance of law officers with 
lawbreakers m ay finally come to light. 
A breakthrough in New York c o u l d 
signal a nationwide cleanup unprece­ 
dented in U. S. history.

The nation’s founding fa­ 
thers set up a system whereby 
the runner-up for president be­ 
came the vice president. That

the 
growth of political parties. 
And it hasn’t always been the

case even in recent years that 
the presidential nominee 
had 
the whole say-so on the vice­ 
presidential pick. In 1956 Adlai 
E. Stevenson, the Democratic 
presidential 
nominee, left the 
selection up to the convention 
But for the most part, the 
presidential nominees more and 
more have called the vice-presi­ 
dential shots.

1952,

Dwight D. 
Eisenhower gave his blessing to 
Richard M 
Nixon 
for second 
place on his Republican ticket. 
He stuck with Nixon again in 
1956. 
In 1932 John Nance Garner, 
loser to Franklin D. Roosevelt 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, was 
handed 
the 
vice-presidential nomination. 
Later Garner criticized Roos­ 
evelt’s third term plans. Roose­ 
velt dropped him and picked 
Henry A. Wallace for his run­ 
ning mate. Then, in 1944 EDR 
let Wallace go and in the end 
it was Harry S. Truman who 
was vice president when Roose­ 
velt died. 
Instance after instance could 
be cited of the chancy, some­ 
times almost whimsical, w'ays 
in which vice presidents have 
been chosen. 
Yet. eight men picked for vice 
president for one reason or an­ 
other — sometimes by one man 
aion* — have succeeded to the 
most powerful office in the land, 
not through merit hut because 
i the president died.

town, as underdogs, in Yankee 
stadium meeting a highly tout­ 
ed New York University football 
team and completely bottling up 
the famed Ken Strong.

More than IOO w’ould-be-greats 
reported for the first workouts 
at the Lima Y.M.C.A. Class I) 
ball clubs didn’t go south for 
spring training. Many young­ 
sters returning from early cuts 
at spring training camps in the 
south stopped off at Lima 
The season opened with Lima 
losing seven games in a row. 
After winning erne, we lost 14 
more. So, with the season well 
under way, we stood one win— 
21 losses. Many changes were 
being made. W?e had the tradi­ 
tional ball club—one there, one 
leaving, one com mg in. 
Finally, with Lefty Settle rn y- 
er, the former Red Sox pitcher, 
managing tile club. Lima began 
to click. The New York Yankees 
helped with a couple of play­ 
ers. Lefty Biscan was cut by 
Mayfield and reported to Lima 
Harlan Kiersey, killed two years 
later in World War II, reported 
as a brilliant third baseman 
from the U. of Missouri. 
On the last day of the season, 
Lima tied Chappy Geygan’s Fre­ 
mont club for fourth place and 
a chance at the playoffs. In a 
sudden death single game, Lima 
came from behind to win a spot 
in the playoffs. 
In the playoff semi-finals in 
the last inning of the last game, 


Lima 
beat 
Grover 
Hartley’* 
Findlay club. 
The big thrill came in the final 
game in the final section of tha 
playoffs. 
Lima 
was 
playing 
Dewey Stover’s Mansfield club, 
and the series was tied at three 
victories each. 
In the ninth inning af the final 
game, Lima was beind, 3 to 2, 
and Herb Wooden was at bat 
with the bases loaded. 
Herb 
was Lima’s cleanup man and 
heaviest hitter. With the count 
three-and-two, he got hold of a 
pitch and hit a line drive to cen­ 
ter—too sharp to be reached by 
Hank Edwards who later be­ 
came a Celveland star. Three 
runs raced home and Lima won 
the championship. 
It 
wasn’t 
a 
World 
Series. 
World War ll intervened short­ 
ly thereafter and prevented most 
of the boys who played in the 
Ohio State League from going to 
the majors. 
But it had been a long up-hill 
season, and the final truth had 
become 
greater 
than 
fiction. 
Who would believe that a club 
could “win it all” after losing 
21 of the first 22 games? 
Anyway, the sound of Wood­ 
en's bat hitting that ball was 
possibly 
my 
greatest 
sports 
thrill—and one 1 11 never forget.
